There 
was no dread of ruinous foreign compe- 
tition to make capital timid. 
The for- 


eign orders "primed the pump." The 
assurance of a yawning demand for our 
products abroad and the knowledge that 
our home market was free from danger 
for an indefinite period restored confi- 
dence and stimulated production. It 
was merely a case of history repenting 
itself, on a large scale. 
America had 


similarly profited from the Napoleonic 
wars and from the Crimean war.

also suffered at their close through 
failure to take the proper precautions 
in time.

One Cent Postage. 


Efficiency in the post office depart- 


ment with a proper readjustment of 
rates will permit the government to 
inaugurate n one cent letter rate within 
tho next year, according to Postmaster 
General Albert S. Burleson. 
This em- 


phatic statement made by the post- 
master general before the National As- 
sociation of Postmasters of the United 
States at their July lOlu' Convention, 
indicates that this important reform is 
much nearer realization 
than 
most 


people believe and that next winter will 
see radical steps taken toward this end. 


Nearly sixty bills were presented at 


the present session of congress, calling 
for one cent letter postage. Scores of 
representatives and senators have been 
closely studying the matter and have 
become united in a conviction that the 
time is ripe for one cent postage, a re- 
form sought for many years, but only 
recently brought to the attention of 
congress through tha persistent cam- 
paign on the part of the National One 
Cent Letter Postage Association. At 
the present time letter users of the 
United States net a profit to the gov- 
ernment of over $75,000,000 a year over 
actual cost of distribution. 
At the 


same time large magazine interests are 
securing distribution of their product at 
one cent a pound, which means a great 
loss to the government, and lo make up 
this loss users of letter postage are 
paying a profit of 100 per cent. 
It is to 


correct this great injustice that tho 
postmaster general and his hundreds of 
assistants throughout the country are 
no.v employed. 
From all indications 


one cent letter postage promises to be 
one of the most important issues at this 
winter's session of congress.

Labor is standardized by the Irade 
union, and this is Iho standard to which 
il is meanl to conform. 
N'o one is suf- 


fered to do more than the average 
workman can do. In some trades and 
handicrafts no one is suffered to do 
more than the leasl skillful of his fel- 
lows can do wilhin Ihe hours allotted to 
a day's labor, and no one can work out 
of hours at all or volunteer anything be- 
yond the minimum. 


"I need not point out how economi- 


cally disastrous such a regulalion of 
labor is. It is so unpronlable lo Ihe 
employer lhat in some Irades il will 
presently not be worth his while to at- 
tempt anything at all. He had better 
slop altogether than operate al an in- 
evitable and invariable loss. The labor 
of America is rapidly becoming un- 
profitable under its present regulation 
by those who have determined lo re- 
duce it to a minimum.

Protecting the Eirog. 


The earog or sacred Jewish citron Is 


one of the costliest and most interest- 1 
Ing and yet one of the least kno-wn I 
frulta to be found In Ihe market* of j 
the world. It has been used hy the | 
Jews In connection with the Feast of 
Tabernacles since the time of the 
Babylonian captivity and Is ntlll treas- 
ured by orthodox Hebrews in many 
countries. 


In appearance the fruit greatly re- 


sembles the lemon, and It possesses a 
strong and agreeable perfume. 
The 


tree Itself Is a variety of citron and 
belongs (o the citrus family, of which 
the orange and grapefruit arc mem- 
bers. 


Nearly all of the esrogs, or cedrat-s, 


as they are sometimes called, are 
grown In Palestine and on Islands near 
the coast of Greece. In these localities 
the groves are planted in sheltered vnl- 
leya, where the trees will be safe from 
frost and drying winds. 


Great care Is used to protect the 


fruit from the time of blooming until 
It Is sold. The young fruit Is tenderly 
wrapped In soft llnr. lest it be marred 
by a scratch or blemish, and when ma- 
tured It Is carefully packed In a special- 
ly constructed box wilh individual 
lined 
compartments.

purposes It Is essential that the fruit 
be free from blemishes.
